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Those  Lovely,  Large  Cents  - 
What  Can  We  Afford  Today? 

by  Mark  Benvenuto 
There’s  no  two  ways  about  it,  large  cents  can  be 
wonderful  coins  to  collect.  They  have  that  heft  in  the 
hand,  some  real  history  to  them,  and  a  set  of  classic 
designs.  But  are  they  all  out  of  reach  as  far  as  the 
average  collector  is  concerned?  Let’s  do  a  quick  scan 
of  them,  going  backwards  in  time,  and  sec  just  what  might  still  be 
available. 

Coronet  Large  Cents 

What  are  now  called  the  Coronet  large  cents  span  from  1816  all  the 
way  to  1857,  although  many  reference  books  and  price  lists  make  a 
special  note  of  what  is  called  the  modified  portrait  version,  which  was 
first  issued  in  1 839.  The  Red  Book  gives  credit  for  the  original  design 
work  to  Robert  Scot  or  John  Reich,  and  credit  for  the  modified  portrait 
to  Mr.  Christian  Gobrecht.  Curiously,  even  at  the  outset  of  this  series, 
almost  three  million  were  made  (the  official  total  for  the  year  1 8 1 6  is 
2,820,982).  And  each  year  after,  there  are  mintage  in  the  low  millions 
for  just  about  every  year  except  the  key  date,  the  1821.  When  it  comes 
to  interested  collectors  today,  that  sounds  like  good  news. 

A  look  at  any  major  price  list  however  will  show  us  that  the  cost  of 
large  cents  tend  to  jump  up  pretty  quickly  when  we  look  at  the  higher 
grades.  To  understand  this  phenomenon,  we  might  want  to  examine 
some  figures  from  old  US  Censuses.  In  1820  for  example,  the  US 
Census  tallied  just  over  9.6  million  people  for  the  whole  country.  That 
same  year,  the  Mint  pounded  out  4.4  million  Coronet  Head  cents.  In 
1830,  the  Census  indicated  there  were  12,866,020  people  in  the  US., 
and  in  1 840,  the  Census  tallied  up  1 7,069,453  people.  By  contrast,  in 
1 830,  the  Mint  produced  just  over  1 .7  million  cents,  and  in  1840  came 
out  with  another  2.46  million.  So,  even  if  the  Mint  was  knocking  out 
4  million  large  cents  per  year,  there  really  were  never  enough  cents  for 
such  coins  to  be  common  to  the  people  of  the  day.  One  can  argue  that 
this  in  turn  meant  the  one-cent  coins  that  were  around  tended  to  get 
used  a  lot,  and  worn  in  the  process. 

Whatever  the  reason  though,  the  prices  of  Coronet  large  cents  in 
urades  such  as  F- 1 2  or  Vf-20  can  be  reasonable,  as  low  as  S40  or  $50. 
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The  price  of  those  same  cents  in  grades  such  as  AU-50  or  MS-60 
however,  rises  quickly  into  the  hundreds  of  dollars.  If  you’re  a  frugal 
collector,  it  might  be  worth  thinking  about  the  more  circulated 
examples  ot  these  particular  large  cents.  But  frugal  or  not,  it  appears 
that  there  is  at  least  one  collectible  design  among  the  large  coppers. 
Classic  Head  Design 

Moving  back  to  the  Classic  Head  design  for  the  large  cent,  issued  for 
only  six  years,  and  the  design  work  of  Mr.  John  Reich,  one  quickly 
finds  there  are  just  three  years  with  mintage  that  went  up  into  seven 
figures.  The  cents  of  1808,  as  well  asl 8 10  and  1812,  are  those  that 
should  be  considered  common.  The  1810  saw  1.4  million  produced, 
and  the  other  two  just  tripped  over  the  1  million  coin  mark.  The  1809, 
the  1811,  and  the  final  two  years,  the  1813  and  ’14,  are  all 
considerably  more  scarce. 

With  that  wind-up,  we  might  be  excused  for  thinking  that  any  of  the 
Classic  Head  large  cents  is  going  to  be  furiously  expensive.  If  we 
shoot  for  the  higher  grades,  this  does  become  true.  Any  of  these  early 
cents  will  cost  a  few  thousand  dollars  in  a  grade  such  as  EF-40  or 
higher.  But  in  grades  like  VG-8  or  F-12,  the  prices  drop  down  to  a 
few  hundred.  Sure,  these  are  coins  with  some  wear,  but  a  good 
looking  F-12  piece  can  still  have  some  eye  appeal  to  it. 

Draped  Bust,  Flowing  Hair,  and  Fiberty  Cap  Designs 
Okay,  unless  you  have  never  examined  any  of  the  large  cents  at  all, 
you'll  know  that  the  earliest  of  the  United  States  coppers  are  always 
going  to  be  expensive  coins.  In  general,  if  it  has  a  date  in  the  1 790's, 
it's  going  to  cost  more  than  one  that  is  just  a  few  years  younger.  For 
example,  even  though  the  1797’s  and  the  1 798 ’s  had  pretty  decent 
mintage  -  897,510  and  1.84  million,  respectively  -  they  tend  to  cost 
more  than  the  1800,  the  1801,  and  the  1802,  even  though  the  1801 
only  had  an  official  mintage  of  1.36  million. 

Despite  the  general  sticker  shock  associated  with  the  earliest  large 
cents,  that  last  trio  we  just  mentioned  represent  the  earliest  that  might 
just  still  be  affordable  if  again  we  shoot  for  a  grade  like  VG-8  or  F- 1 2. 
The  best  of  the  three  will  be  the  1 802,  which  runs  about  $250  in  F-12. 
Once  again,  this  is  a  grade  that  can  still  have  some  charm,  especially 
if  a  person  is  patient  in  hunting  down  a  solid,  problem-free  example. 
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The  British  Cartwheel 

To  add  one  or  two  more  large  coppers  of  the  time  to  our  list,  though 
admittedly  not  US  ones,  why  not  consider  finding  one  1797  British 
penny,  and  one  of  its  big  brother,  as  it  were,  the  1 797  copper  two 
pence  piece?  These  are  the  first  of  what  would  become  a  long  string 
of  British  copper  pennies,  and  the  two  pence  piece  is  large  and  thick 
enough  that  it  quickly  earned  the  name  “cartwheel.”  Both  are  quite 
collectible,  and  the  price  tags  might  be  pleasant  reading,  especially 
when  compared  to  the  earliest  US  large  cents.  In  these  two  eases  S50 
will  still  go  pretty  far. 

All  things  considered? 

It  looks  as  if  we've  found  that  there  are  some  good  buys  among  the 
US  large  cents,  as  well  as  some  that  only  make  us  shake  our  heads 
and  sigh.  But  whatever  your  comfort  level  is  when  it  comes  to 
making  purchases  for  your  collection,  there  seems  to  be  some  point 
within  these  big  coppers  that  just  about  everyone  can  enjoy.  If  you 
haven’t  looked  at  large  cents  in  a  while,  the  best  of  luck  to  you  as  you 
take  a  peek  now.
